“Eat Less Meat” Plea

WASHINGTON, June 5.—()—

MORE SOVIET COTTON. 


Official announcement of the 
Soviet government brings informa- 
tion that the production of Rus- 
Sian cotton will be increased this 
year by more than 50 per cent over 
last year, with planting still going 
on in some districts. 

The significant statement in this 
announcement is that while the sow- 
ing of most crops is considerably 
behind in the number of acres 
planned, the cotton schedule has 
already been exceeded by 4 per 
cent. Already, according to the 
official announcement of the soviet 
commissariat of agriculture, 5,807,- 
0Q0 acres have been planted 
cotton, with the certain prospect 
that the total acreage for this year 
will pass 6,000,000 acres. 

Ten years ago cotton was an un- 
known agricultural product in Rus- 
Sia and only within the last three 
or four years has the production 
reached a point where it is- likely 
to affect the world price of the 
fleecy staple. 

With 6,000,000 acres planted 
this year, and with still further in- 
creases already scheduled for 1932, 
it becomes apparent that soviet cot- 
ton is destined to become a serious 
threat to the cotton growers of the 
south. 


It ¢an be met in only one way 
and that is by the raising of better 
Staple than can be produced on the 
vast plains of Russia. The south- 
ern grower can never hope to match 
soviet cotton in cost of production, 
but he can improve his product and 
reduce somewhat his present un- 
necessary cost per pound. 


The time when cotton staple of 
less than an inch in length, raised 


at an expense of more than 10 cents 


per pound, will bring a profit has 
gone forever. Only by the most 
intensive application of modern 
methods of cultivation, and the 
planting of the best quality of seed, 
can the planters of the south hope 
to successfully meet the new world 
conditions with which they are 
faced.

An application for the parole of 
Phillip E. Fox, serving a life sen- 
tence at the state prison farm for 
killing William S. Coburn as a re 
sult of “bad feeling’ between the 
Evans and Simmons factions of the 
Ku Klux Klan, was heard by the 
Georgia prison commission Friday. 

Captain Coburh was attorney for 
the Simmons faction of the klan which 
at that time was in difficulty with the 
group headed by Dr. Hiram W. Evans. 
Fox was publicity director for the 
Evans faction. 

Presented by Howell, Heyman and 
Bolding, the application, packed by a 
large number of letters in behalf of 
Fox from Dallas, Texas, citizens, and 
a strong letter from Judge B. H. 
Dunaway, superintendent of the state 
arm, was taken “under advisement.” 
It was indicated at the commission 
offices that no action will be taken 
until Solicitor-General John A. Boy- 
kin has been given an opportunity 
to oppose the application. 

Fox, who was editor of the Night 
Hawk, Klan organ, was tried and con- 
vieted in November, 1923. He has 
served nearly eight years of his sen- 
tence. Superintendent Dunaway, in a 
letter supporting the application, 
wrote the commission: 

“Fox has as good a record as any 
prisoner who was ever confined in 
the Georgia penitentiary system. He 
is not a criminal type but is a man 
of principle, education and refine- 
ment.” 

Coburn was shot four times the

He said his estimate was based upon 
figures furnished by the state comp- 
troller in a “mathematical” tax mill- 
age bill. The mathematical bill was 
not introduced. The Hodges bill was 
left on the calendar without action. 

The report asserted that school ex- 
penditures have increased approxi- 
mately 347 per cent in the last ten 
years, while the number of pupils in 
Fiorida public schools has increased 
only 154 per cent.

EUROPEAN DEMAND 
FOR WHEAT REPORTED 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—(?)— 
A continued good demand for wheat 
in Europe was noted in a survey to- 
day by the agriculture department. 

Other features of the survey were a 
dullness in cotton, a continued fair 
demand for fruit and heavy supplies 
of pork. 

The department index of exports of 
44 principal United States farm com- 
modities was placed at 68 for April 
compared, with 87 in March and 65 in 
April, 1930. 

“Continental European demand for 
wheat improved considerably during 
May,” the department said. “Supplies 
of domestic grain are now indicated 
to be unusually low in practically all 
European countries, and there is some 
reason to believe that the true extent 
of the reduction is not yet fully real- 
ized. France.and Germany have liber- 
alized considerably their regulations 
governing the utilization of imported 
wheat. In Japan there was increased 
interest in American wheat the lat- 
ter part of May.

petition Thursday, said that he had | 


no purpose to “criticise anyone for 
.the unfortunate propaganda that has! 
been sent broadeast through the na- 
tion to the hurt and damage of the 
city of Atlanta.” 

The commission’s chairman, advert- 
ing to testimony of Preston 'S. Ark- 
wright that. the Georgia Power Com- 
pany had placed a valuation of $17,- 
000,000 on the Atlanta gas property, 
said: “It has been definitely. estab- 
lished that the gas property sold two 
years ago for $17,000,000 in cash.” 

James L. Mayson; Atlanta city at- 
torney, had been drawn into admis- 
sion during the hearing that the sale 
price of the plant to present owners 
would be a fair appraisal on which to 
fix rates to yield “a fair return,” 
which he said, under present condi- 
tions, ought not to be greater than 6 
per cent, 

In its order of December 22, 1928, 
the commission valued the property, 
prior to sale, at $9,320,524. Since 
that time there have been, experts at 
the hearing testified, additions and 
betterments and a valuation loss of 
$1,500,000 due to the scrapping, by 
the present company, of the manufac- 
turing plant. 

Murphy, declaring that Perry should 
disqualify himself, declared that the 
city of Atlanta is not seeking to pre- 
sent to the commission a_ distorted 
view of the gas situation, but does 
want and expects fair consideration 
from a commission charged with the 
duty of fixing rates which the people 
of this city must pay.’ 

“Of course if Mr. Perry has already 
made up his mind,” Murphy’ s state- 
ment said, “as the morning paper 
would indicate, he is clearly disquali- 
fied to pass upon the issues in this 
proceeding. 

“If the commission is not going to 
consider the valuation determined by 
our experts, the appraisal would be 
worthless. The gas company has ex- 
perts and I have seen no quotations 
scoring their appraisal. Why should 
Atlanta be scored for doing the same 
thing that the company has been per- 
mitted to do. 

“Too my mind it is a remarkable 
situation that testimony of experts 
from the company and from the com- 
mission is accepted as good testimony 
and as fine business but when the 
city undertakes to spend a little money 
and a very small amount in com pari- 
son, the chairman from the bench at- 
tacks the expenditure as worthless and 
useless. 

Perry in his statement 
had “any matured views on the case 
before us.’ 

: “IT expressly stated,” he added, 
“that I thought it the proper thing 

to do, considering the distorted state 
of mind of the public in Atlanta, that 
the city value the gas property, not- 
withstanding to accept, either of the 
two proposals of City Attorney May- 
son in arriving at a proper value for 
a rate base in the case leads inevitably 
to an increase in present rates. 

“I will maintain an open mind on 
the question until the city has decided 
if it will value the property and if it
